The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Miller (US 3 741 435) and Nishihara (JP 08-325276). 

None of these references teaches or fairly suggests a) at least some of the X 
groups being triorganosilyl groups set forth in Claims 2-3 and 8; b) the polymer, 
containing the units of Oi/iSiR^R^R^ having at least one organic group containing 
chloromethylphenylethyl set forth in Claims 4 and 8; c) the specific set forth in 
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Claims 5-6 and 8; and d) the polymer containing the units of both 
Oi/2SiR^2R^COOH and Oi/zSiR^zR^COOR^ set forth in Claims 18-21.
